Hatch, Alden & Walshe, Seamus Hawthorn 
CROWN OF GLORY: The Life of Pope Pius XII $h .h9 


This volume, which includes photographs and line drawings, tells the story 
story of the life of Pope Pius XII. A condensed version has already appeared in sev- 
eral installments in recent issues of Look Magazine. One of the authors is an Amer- 
ican Protestant and the other is an Irish Catholic living in Rome. This is a fairly 
complete biography, which refers to the ancestry of the present Pope and then goes 
on to tell the story of his birth, student days, early priesthood, diplomatic mis- 
sions, activities and travels as Vatican Secretary of State under Pius XI, election 
to the papacy and his work as Pope in times of war and peace up to the present. 

Not a profound study of the Pope's character and perscnality, this book is never- 
theless replete with external facts, dramatic episodes, personal incidents and his- 
torical background material that serve to highlight the holiness, intelligence, 
humanity and praiseworthy accomplishments of the present pontiff. The approach 

is semi-popular and panegyric throughout, the style journalistic, dramatic and 
sometimes a little too unctuous. On the whole, the book is interesting, informa- 
tive and popularly appealing.

THIS MYSTERIOUS HUMAN NATURE $3.50 


Here are thirty-seven short, semi-popular, reflective essays on doctrinal 
and moral subjects by a well known Catholic writer, directed in a special way to 
modern men confused about such matters. Beginning with a number of essays dealing 
with the paradoxes of human nature and with the relevance of St. Augustine's 
Confessions to the problems of modern man, the book continues with essays on the 
existence of God, the acceptance of Christ and the recognition of the Roman Catholic 
Church as the Church of Christ, and concludes with a series of essays on moral mat- 
ters of present-day practical import. The approach is more Augustinian than Thomistic. 
The author is more concerned with the psychological and moral factors that hinder or 
dispose toward the acceptance of religious and moral truth than with purely rational 
argumentation. All of the essays are perceptive, provocative and interesting. Among 
the moral topics discussed are those concerning the individual and the organization, 
patriotism, politics and religion, communism, loyalty, world unity, social justice, 
war, the mass mind, academic freedom and the challenge of Christianity.

Knox, Ronald Sheed & Ward 
BRIDEGROOM AND BRIDE $2.50 


A collection of twenty-four extremely short talks given by Monsignor Knox 
on the separate occasions of various wedding ceremonies at which he has officiated. 
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The mere fact that the talks are by Monsignor Knox will be enough to make many readers 
anxious to read them. In the book as a whole, the author claims to "have rung the changes 
on a set of commonplace truths; obvious enough, and yet, because of our human frailty, 

not seldom obscured.” Taking his points of departure from a phrase or some other feature 
of the Catholic wedding ceremony and relating them to relevant scriptural quotations, the 
author develops an appropriate theme in each talk, which makes for realization or teaches 
a lesson in connection with the true meaning and beauty of Christian love and marriage. 

In an informal, individualized and thoroughly human way, his words to the married couple 
are generally appreciative of the natural beauty inherent in human love, which is then 
shown in various ways to be more completely fulfilled and transfigured supernaturally 
through the sacrament of matrimony. The author is not fearful of being dubbed romantic 
as he implicitly reacts against attitudes about love and marriage that reflect a false 
sense of objectivity and a distorted type of supernaturalism. This is a book for young 
people about to marry, for newly married couples, for those already married and for the 
many readers who know that everything Monsignor publishes on any subject has to be worth- 
while.

SOUND OF A DISTANT HORN $3.95 


This is a novel by a Swedish convert to Catholicism whose novels the publishers 
claim are a sensation in Europe. A reading of the present work inclines one to consider 
the claim credible. It is a profound religious and psychological novel about very modern, 
complex characters, including a brilliant French preacher who comes to the realization 
that he is actually without faith, a typical French agnostic doctor and an introspective, 
Scandinavian Catholic with cancer, who has almost given up the practice of his faith. 

The locale is Paris. Three other characters, truly spiritual and in genuine contact with 
reality psychologically, are sharply contrasted with the former three as they are made to 
enter into their lives to produce profound spiritual effects upon them. The style is © 
simple and direct. In certain ways, the book is reminiscent of some of the works of the 
French Catholic novelist, Bernanos. It should have an appeal for the many readers who

A fascinating biography in slightly fictionalized form of Mere Angelique 
(Jacqueline Arnauld), the superior of Port-Royal, the abbey connected so closely with the 
Jansenist heresy in the Catholic Church in seventeenth-century France. The style is 
imaginatively creative, but the work is essentially a serious historical and psychological 
study. Through the avarice and deceit of her father, Jacqueline was made an abbess against 
her will at the age of eleven. She eventually undertook the task of reforming her abbey. 
and soon became one of the most controversial religious figures of her time. The important 
and turbulent events of her life are interestingly set forth, the whole complex religious 
scene around her is vividly re-created, with its dissolute abbesses and resolute reformers, 
and imaginatively recounted are her conversations with members of her formidable family, 
many of whom followed her into religion, and with important religious figures of her day, 
including the Jansenist leader, Saint-Cyran, and the saintly founders, Francis de Sales, 
Bishop of Geneva, and Jeanne de Chantal. The whole adds up to a penetrating study in re- 
ligious psychology of a frustrated, sexually repressed, guilt-ridden, despairing, neurotic, 
self-willed, domineering, proud, but in many ways generous, non-contemplative woman, who 
ruled her cloistered nuns with an iron hand and attempted to lead them to perfection by 
excessive severity only to lead them finally into heresy and spiritual disester. A scho- 
larly bibliography and a detailed chronicle of events are appended.

* Seldom has a discovery like that of the Dead Sea Scrolls awakened so much 
interest outside academic circles. A few have viewed with alarm the implications for 
Christianty, though their alarms have been muted somewhat by their journalistic haste 
in getting into print. Others have written about the fascinating discovery of the 
writings of this desert sect, antedating and contemporary with, early Christianity, 
as if it were a true-life detective story, as of course in many ways itis. But 
others still have found in the now amplified history of the Essenes made possible 
by the new light shed on their works and ways by the Dead Sea Scrolls, a clearer 
understanding of Christianity itself, its uniqueness and commanding power revealed 
still more clearly by a fuller knowledge of what it shared in common with this earlier 
desert religion.

Sociologically and ecclesiastically Christianity adopted 
many essential forms, the structure and practices of the Essenes. These were impor- 
tant factors which enabled Christianity to survive. But the. Dead Sea Scrolls, by 
throwing light on the origin of our religion, makes us see more clearly that it is 
grounded in fact, not in fancy, and without the stamp of Jesus' peculiar genius upon 
it, it might in truth have been but another Essenism, suffering the same fate. This 
is a most significant and important book to all who would keep abreast of the rapid 
strides now being made in establishing the fact and the truth of Christianity as 
it grew in and out of its native soil.

PRAYER CAN CHANGE YOUR LIFE $3.50 


* This is not just another book of inspiration or even good advice. It does ins- 
pire, and the counsel it offers is excellent, but that is almost incidental to an honest 
reporting of an experiment in prayer carried on for nine months at Redland University to 
find out, on as scientific basis as possible, whether prayer really does work. Forty-five 
people with various problems and disturbances, were divided into three groups, fifteen to 
be treated by psychiatric counseling alone, a second group to seek help by random but re- 
gular praying, each using the common methods of prayer already known to the person, the 
third group were to practise prayer therapy, i.e. their prayer was to be directed toward 
specific goals as indicated by interpretation of a battery of psychological tests. All 
members of all groups were pre-tested, and again at the expiration of the nine months' 





period. In Group I (psychotherapy) there was 65% improvement. In Group II (random prayers) 

no improvement. In Group III (prayer therapy) 72% improvement. From these results it is © 
concluded that prayer therapy was not only a most effective healing agent but that prayer, 
properly understood, might be the single most important tool in the reconstruction of man's 
personality. The authors tell us much of the case histories of those who shared in this 
experiment as is relevant, and deal extensively with the understanding and treatment of 
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"The Four Demons" which in some degree, affect us all, fear, guilt, inferiority feel- 
ings, and misguided love (hate). This book cannot be commended too highly to all who 
are interested in the power of prayer, especially those who may now begin to feel 
that it has no power at all. It may well restore lost hope for a better life with 
its reclamation for our day of the lost art of prayer therapy. (Publ.)

There is a great need for a book like this, one which can wisely be put into 
the hands of those who must come to terms with mental illness, especially as it af- 
flicts members of their own families. It is a book which will give assurance also to 
those who are ill themselves. The author, Samuel Southard, has received both theolo- 
gical and clinical training, and he uses skillfully both of these disciplines in des- 
cribing mental illness and indicating what resources are available to help those who 
need help. He tells of the kinds of therapy that are used, what the healing process 
is, and the kinds of results that may be expected. Much attention is given to the 
general family situation, during the illness and in after treatment. The role of the 
psychiatrist, counselor and the nature of institutional care receive careful conside- 
ration, and it is all set in the framework of Christian insight and understanding. 

An excellent book to be commended without reservation, especially to those who still 
view emotional disturbance as being different from and therefore more shameful than 
physical illness.

This volume is a collection of essays read at a conference of Protestant 
scholars at Jamestown College, North Dakota, in June, 1955. The purpose of the confe- 
rence was to outline a Christian philosophy of education, proceeding from a conviction 
that Christianity has a science of knowledge relevant to the present and valid for the 
seeker of truth today. Part I of this volume has to do with theory: How resolve the 
problem of faith and reason? Part II deals with the phenomenon of personality, with 
special attention to Christ as the measure of personality. Part III has to do with 
the specific claims of philosophy underlying curriculum, materials, methods and ad- 
ministration, and Part IV closes the volume with an appraisal of the goals of Christian 
education and the marks of a Christian college. All who are interested in Christian 
education, desirous of revaluating the meaning of Christian philosophy in the light 
of modern scholarship will find help and inspiration here. The writers represent a 
wide range of Christian colleges.

Seminary, Chicago, “is to summarize the archaeological discoveries which directly il- 
lumine Biblical history, in order that the Bible setting in the ancient world and its 
relation to its environment may be more readily comprehended." This he does with a com- 
prehension that fascinates the reader, and a wealth of over 220 illustrations, detailed 
drawings, photographs, reconstructions and maps that illuminate the text and are conve- 
niently located next to, or surrounded by, the related text. The reader therefore almost 
feels that he is there. The fourteen chapters cover the whole sweep of Biblical history, 
tracing the fortunes and misfortunes of those who lived and conquered or were conquered in 
those early days, up to a description of the Palestinian community in the last few centuries 
before Christ. He writes of the significance of the discovery of the Dead Sea Scrolls, 
and says that the whole outlook of Biblical backgrounds is undergoing change because of 
the phenomenal discovery, especially because of the new insight they have given toward 
dating and understanding other Biblical writings. The author deals also with archaeology 
in relation to the New Testament, examines the evidences for early Christian churches in 
the East, discusses Paul's missionary journey, and concludes his study with a look at the 
future of Christianity at that time as the "doctrine of salvation in a dying culture.” 
Every serious student of the Bible should know of this exceptional book. Its strengthening 
of the certainties of the Christian faith by showing the relevance of modern archaeological 
research is an achievement worth much more than the cost of the book. It is all in black 
and white, but the format and printing are excellent. Recommend this to those who found 
The Bible as History by Werner Keller interesting. (4/15. LC:57-5020)

* Dr. Goodspeed, long and well-known for his scholarly yet popular writing on the 
New Testament, has put his many readers still further in his debt by his new book about 
the twelve apostles. Here he brings together all that is known about them, collectively 
and individually, what New Testament writings are most probably theirs, why other writings 
are attributed to them, and what they taught, and then he includes a study of such extra- 
canonical and apocryphal books as were written about them in the early days of the Church, 
choosing skillfully and imaginatively from this material. The author draws a fascinating 
picture of the dynamic group of Jesus' followers who so quickly spread the Gospel, though 
with the help of many now unknown, throughout the civilized world of their day. He con- 
cludes by saying that at whatever date any separate clause may have been added to what 
came to be called the "Apostles Creed" what was steadily arrived at was a statement of 
doctrine that should, for its generation be faithful to and in accord with the Gospel as 
it was preached by the apostles. And there it still remains. No serious Bible student 
will wish to miss this book, and no church school library will be complete without it.
